Stockholm will be the cultural 
centre of Europe this summer and 
fall. Three major events will draw 
to the city the best of Swedish art, 
opera, ballet, theatre and music. 

Opening July 1 the “Queen Chris¬ 
tina Exhibition” will present the life 
of the "first modern European wo¬ 
man” and an entire epoch of 
European history. The Christina Ex¬ 
hibition, the largest exhibition ar¬ 
ranged by the National Gallery in 
Stockholm is part of a series of 
exhibitions arranged by the Council 
of Europe under the theme “Great 
European Cultural Personalities.” 
By personal courtesy of Pope Paul 
VI the Vatican as a unique excep¬ 
tion to a strict rule, will lend a 
number of invaluable manuscripts 
dealing with life of queen Christina. 

Queen Christina was the only 
daughter of King Gustavus II Adol¬ 
phus, defender of Protestantism in 
the 30 year war. She lived from 
1626 -1689 but she renounced her 
right to the Swedish court in 1654 
to be converted to catholisism and 
live in Rome. 

It can be assured that the Pope 
is lending these historical docu¬ 
ments in the ecumenical spirit. 

The Drottningholm Court Theatre 
will celebrate its 200th anniversary 
with no less than 73 performances 
in the most historically preserved 
court theatre in the world. 

The Stockholm Festival will be 
held between September 9 - 25, 
featuring stars like Birgit Nilsson, 
Nicolai Gedda and Rafael Kubelik.

Norwegian Postage 
Stamps To Honor 
Johan Sverdrup 

The 150th anniversary of the birth 
of Johan Sverdrup (1816-92) states¬ 
man and Prime Minister of Norway, 
will be celebrated on July 30 by two 
new postage stamps of 30 and 60 
ore. Both stamps are designed by 
Chrix Dahl from a portrait of Johan 
Sverdrup. 

Johan Sverdrup was a lawyer by 
profession and was elected member 
of the Storting (Norway's Parlia¬ 
ment) in 1851. He proved to be a 
born politician — and an eminent 
speaker. He was always in the fore¬ 
ground fighting for democratic 
principles, people’s rights, extended 
franchise, introduction of jury sys¬ 
tem and democratization of the 
army. He became Prime Minister of 
Norway in 1884 as the head of 
Norway’s first liberal government, 
but his party lost the election in 

1888, and Sverdrup resigned in 

1889 .

S.A.S. Installs 
UNIVAC In New 
Copenhagen Centre 

Scandinavian Airlines System 
(SAS) President Karl Nilsson has 
sign an agreement with Sperry Rand 
Corporation calling for installation 
of UNIVAC data processing equip¬ 
ment in the new SASCO Center in 
Copenhagen, the airline announced 

today. 

The new center — SASCO II — 
will provide SAS with a totally inte¬ 
grated reservations, operations and 
management information system. 

The heart of the installation will 
be two third-generation UNIVAC 
494 computers. Only four such com¬ 
puters have been built. Two of them 
'were recently installed at the NASA 
Manned Space Flight Center in 
Houston, Jexas. SAS will be the first 
airline in the world to put this com¬ 
puter system into operation. 

The new data processing center 
will be headquartered in a group of 
new buildings, recently acquired by 
SAS, adjacent to the old Fort Kast- 
rup in Copenhagen.

Gold-Rush 
In Norway 

The latest tourist attraction in 
Norway is a gold-rush! There Is gold 
to be found on the Finnmark moun¬ 
tain plateau in the northernmost 
province of Norway — in the Land 
of the Midnight Sun, an unspoiled 
wilderness where night takes a holi¬ 
day during the short and hectic 
summer months. 

A veritable gold-rush took place 
here a generation ago, but the 
many prospectors who staked their 
claims, got rather meager profits, 
and the gold-rush was short-lived. 
However, the present revival of old 
days is organized more for fun than 
for gold — although visitors may 
still be able to extract enough of the 
precious metal to make a wedding 
ring. The gold mining expedition is 
sponsored by Finnmark Tourist Of¬ 
fice in Alta, and a gold miners’ 
camp has been set up about 44 
miles from Karasjok at a spot where 
the remains of the original camp 
can still be seen. 

Visitors fly by SAS from Oslo to 
Lakseiv and then by bus to Karas¬ 
jok in one day. The trip from Karas¬ 
jok to the camp takes about 2 hours 
by flat-bottomed Lapp river boat, 
and passes through some of the 
wildest and most unspoiled country 
in the whole of Europe. Human habi¬ 
tations are few and far between, and 
Bruin is uncrowned king. At present, 
accommodation is in tents, but min¬ 
er-style bunkhouses and Lapp turf 
huts are being added. Meals will be 
prepared bareque-fashion over an 
open fire, and the staple diet will 
be glorious fresh salmon, trout and 
red char straight from Karasjok riv¬ 
er, and reindeer steaks provided by 
local Lapps. 

The trip from Karasjok and back 
costs kr 200 per river boat (3 pas¬ 
sengers) and kr 15 per person per 
day in the camp.

Tourist Traffic 
Norway - Russia 


Biggest Social Reform In 
Norway's History 


The Norwegian Government has 
sent a memorandum to the Soviet 
embassy in Oslo, outlining Norway’s 
position on future tourist traffic 
between Skafferhullet on the Nor¬ 
wegian side of the joint border, and 
Boris Gleb on the Soviet side. 

It is reaffirmed in this memoran¬ 
dum that the Norwegian Govern¬ 
ment is “favorable,to development 
of a normal tourist traffic between 
Norway and the Soviet Union in the 
northern area, with opportunity for 
tourists — regardless of national¬ 
ity — to travel in both directions 
across the Norwegian-Soviet border 
on the basis of regulations concern¬ 
ing passports and visas that apply 
in Norway and USSR.” 

The memorandum goes on to ob¬ 
serve that, in the opinion of the Nor¬ 
wegian Government, last year’s spe¬ 
cial arrangement “created problems 
that cannot be said to have contri¬ 
buted to the development of normal 
neighbor relations. For this reason, 
Norway cannot consent to restora¬ 
tion of a special border traffic ar¬ 
rangement for Boris Gleb in the 
same forms that were practised in 
1965.” The memorandum suggests 
that practical matters concerning 
border crossings this summer 
should be discussed by the border 
commissioners of Norway and USSR 
on the basis of the treaty of Decem¬ 
ber 29, 1949. 


The Government bill on the Na¬ 
tional Insurance Act was approved 
by the Norwegian Parliament’s 
Odelsting division on June 9, in ac¬ 
cordance with recommendations of 
the Social Affairs Committee. The 
Lagting was expected to follow suit. 
It is considered the most important 
social reform in Norway’s history. 
Government proposals for provisions 
not yet included in the bill will be 
submitted to Parliament later. 

PRINCIPAL FEATURES 

As approved by the Odelsting, the 
National Insurance Act going into 
force Jan. 1, 1967, incorporates five 
social security scherfies. These now 
provide Old Age Pensions,Rehabili¬ 
tation Allowance, Disability Pen¬ 
sions, Widows and Mothers Pen¬ 
sions (extended to Widowers as 
well), and Survivor Benefits for 
Children. At a future stage, the Oc¬ 
cupational Injury Pension, the com¬ 
prehensive Health Insurance Plan, 
and Unemployment Insurance may 
also be included in the National In¬ 
surance. 

Membership will be obligatory for 
all residents of Norway, whether 
citizens or not, and also for Nor¬ 
wegian foreign service employees. 
Alien seamen serving on Norwegian 
merchant ships will temporarily be 
excluded, unless they live in Nor¬ 
way. 


supplementary pension calculated 
on the basis of income and years of 
employment. All earned income up 
to 8 times the basic amount (43,- 
200 in 1967) will be regarded as 
pensionable, with the pension to be 
calculated on the basis of the 20 
best income years. Full supplemen¬ 
tary pension will constitute 45% of 
that proportion of the pensionable 
income which exceeds the basic 
amount. To obtain full supplemen¬ 
tary pension, the insurance period 
has to be at least 40 years. If short¬ 
er, the supplementary pension will 
be reduced accordingly. 

Rehabilitation assistance will, by 
and large, be extended according to 
present guidelines. Tire primary ob¬ 
jective will continue to be to help 
physically handicapped persons to 
regain their earning power, as much 
as possible. 

With regard to a member who be¬ 
comes disabled after the Act goes 
into force, full disability pension 
will in principle be equivalent to the 
old age pension he or she would 
have received on attaining the pen¬ 
sion age. A member whose earning 
power has been reduced by a least 
50% will be eligible for disability 
pension. Pension recipient will also 
get maintenance allowance for the 
support of a spouse or children. 


North Cape Europe's Northern- Most Point 


North Cape is situated on Mage- 
roy island at the latitude of 71 de¬ 
gree 10’21”, the northernmost point 
in the whole of Europe. The village 
of Honningsvag, which lies on the 
southern tip of the island, is the 
northernmost village in the world, a 
thriving fishing village of 4,000 
souls. A motoring road between 
Honningsvag and North Cape was 
completed in 1955 and covers a 
distance of 22 miles. There is usual¬ 
ly a Lapp camp with reindeer herd 
at Normanset, about 2 miles out¬ 
side Honningsvag on the North Cape 
road. A restaurant, the North Cape 
Hall, was built on the mountain pla¬ 
teau in 1958, so now you can have 
a "nightcap at North Cape.” There 
is also a post office, where visitors 
can dispatch postcards franked with 
the beautiful North Cape postage 
stamps. The North Cape post office 
also sells a special certificate, prov¬ 
ing the fact that you’ve been there. 

The North Cape mountain plateau 
rises a thousand feet out of the 
ocean, a black cliff which is more 
famous for its location than for its 
bleak scenery. It is probably one of 
the most photographed spots in the 
whole of Europe — particularly at 
midnight. The whole disc of the Mid¬ 
night *Sun is visible at North Cape 
from May 14 to July 30, but its is 
never really dark at night long 
before and after these dates. 

An adventurous Viking named Ot- 
tar rounded the northernmost point 
of Norway in his Viking ship in 880, 
bound for the White Sea. Later he 
was sent to England as an emissary 
from King Harold the Fairhaired 
(860-940). Ottar met King Alfred 
the Great (871-901) and recounted 
the strang experiences from his jour¬ 
ney "beyond the known world,” and 
King Alfred wrote the historical ac-

count which is in the British Muse¬ 
um today. A British expedition in 
feearch of the NE passage to China 
landed at the top of Norway in 
1553, and Stephen Burrows named 
it North Cape. This name has stuck 
ever since, but Norwegians call it 
Nordkapp. In 1873, King Oscar II 
unveiled the monument which can 
be seen today on the summit pla¬ 
teau of North Cape. This event 
created the fame of North Cape as 
a tourists attraction. 

When 'travelling by coastal ex¬ 
press steamer from Bergen via 
North Cape to Kirkenes and back— 
probably the most popular voyage in 
the whole of Europe — the north¬ 
bound steamers call at Skarsvag, 
where a steep zig-zag road leads to 
the very top of the North Cape 
mountain plateau. Round-trip pas¬ 
sengers who feel strong enough, 
may walk uphill and then proceed 
by bus to Honningsvag, where the 
steamer will pick up again. How¬ 
ever, on the southbound trip, the 
coastal express steamers sail 
through the Magerop sound, only 
calling at Honningsvag for half an i 
hour. 

Motorists travelling by the Arctic 
Highway, park' their cars at Rus- 
senes, 70 miles north of Alta or 41 
miles south of Lakselv, where a 
fjord steamer will convey you to 
Honningsvag in 3 hours, connecting 
with an excursion bus to North Cape 
and back. 

The new airports in Tromso, Alta, 
Lakselv and Kirkenes, have revolu¬ 
tionized the travel network in the 
Land of the Midnight Sun. It is now 
possible to travel from Oslo to North 
Cape in one day, a journey which 
could not be undertaken in less than 
four or five days a few years ago. 


A monument of Cathinka Guld- 
berg, the first trained nursing sister 
in Norway, was recently unveiled at 
Diakonissesykehuset, Oslo. The cere¬ 
mony was attended by King Olav, 
Bishop Johs Smemo of Oslo Bis¬ 
hopric, and Mayor Brynjulf Bull. 


Under last year’s special arrange¬ 
ments, citizens of the Nordic coun¬ 
tries could visit the Russian tourist 
center at Boris Gleb by showing 
passports and by paying a fee of 
six kroner. The arrangement did not 
apply to non-Nordic visitors, nor did 
it give Russians an opportunity to 
visit Norway in the same manner 
that Nordic citizens could visit the 
Soviet enclave. So it was strictly a 
one-way arrangement.

Ceremony In North 
Dakota Honors 
Sondre Norheim 

An unusual ceremony took place 
at the cemetery near Denbigh in 
North Dakota on June 12, when a 
memorial pjaque was unveiled in 
honor of the Father of modern ski¬ 
ing — Sondre Norheim, who was 
born in Morgedal, a remote moun¬ 
tain valley in Telemark, Norway, on 
June 10, 1825, and died in Denbigh 
in 1897. Mr. Jakob Vaage, ski his¬ 
torian and curator of the Norwegian 
Ski Museum at Holmenkollen at¬ 
tended* the ceremony on behalf of 
Morgedal Ski Club and the Norwe¬ 
gian Ski Promotion Society. 

Sondre Norheim revolutionized 
the sport of skiing by inventing 
bindings that secured the heel to 
the ski. This enabled him to execute 
turns at speed, without his skis 
falling off. Sondre Norheim and his 
friends in Morgedal became the 
very first "slalom skiers in the 
world. He was also an outstanding 
ski jumper, and won the top prize 
at the first ski jumping competition 
which took place in 1866. Sondre 
Norheim emigrated to U.S.A. and 
spent the rest of his life in Minne¬ 
sota and North Dakota.

BASIC PENSION 

Benefits under the National In¬ 
surance Act will be graduated ac¬ 
cording to the individual member’s 
previous income and years of em¬ 
ployment. For a person with normal 
income, the full old-age pension 
will be about two-thirds of previous 
income. However, the system oper¬ 
ates so that the pension percentage 
decreases with increasing income. 

Mostof the benefits under the 
scheme are fixed in proportion to 
a basic amount, which at the start 
will be 5,400 kroner. It will be sub¬ 
ject to subsequent adjustment in 
accordance with variations in the 
level of prices and incomes. Pen¬ 
sions begin at the age of 70, same 
I as now. 

The minimum Old Age Pension 
from Jan. 1, 1967, will be 5,400 
kroner for a single person and 8,100 
kroner for a married couple, as com¬ 
pared with 4,500 and 6756 kroner, 
respectively, now. A spouse not en¬ 
titled to his or her own pension and 
a pensioner with dependent children 
I will receive a maintenance allowance 
I constituting 50% and 25%, respec¬ 
tively, of the basic amount. The 
maximum annual pension will be 
28,800 kroner. 

SUPPLEMENTARY PENSION 

Members under the age of 68 on 
Jan. 1, 1967, will be able to earn a 


In case of death, the surviving 
spouse may be granted a pension 
scaled according to his or her earn¬ 
ing capacity. The surviving husband 
or wife will receive a lump payment 
equivalent to 40% of the basic pen 
sion (2,160 kroner in 1967). Addi¬ 
tional grants for education, train¬ 
ing and home assistance are also 
provided for in the Act. 

The National Insurance plan will 
be financed by contributions, fixed 
as percentage of pensionable in¬ 
come, from employed and self-em¬ 
ployed members, employers, the 
state, and the municipalities. At the 
start, employee members will pay 
4.00%; employers 7.00%, the state 
.75% and the municipality .75%, 
for a total of 12.50%. Self employ¬ 
ed will contribute 6%, with the state 
and the municipality each contribut¬ 
ing .75%, or a total of 7.50%. Con¬ 
tributions from employers and self- 
employed will rise at the rate of 
.6% a year. By 1970 employers will 
be paying 8.8% and selfemployed 
7.8% annually. 

The surplus after payment of 
benefits and administration cost will 
be put into the National Insurance 
Fund. By 1970, this should have a 
reserve of 2,217 million kroner. The 
plan will be managed by the Nation¬ 
al Insurance Institution, with local 
social security offices acting as 
agents.

When Dag Hammarskjold consid¬ 
ered retirement, his thoughts turned 
to Backakra, an estate in the sou¬ 
thern part of Sweden. Although he 
loved the mountains in northern 
Sweden, and paid them tribute in 
his splendid “Mountain Diary,” it 
was at Backakra he planned to set¬ 
tle down to a tranquil life devoted 
to scholarship and writing. 

Backakra is situated in Skane, 
Sweden's southernmost province 
and the nation's bread basket. The 
landscape lacks the mountains that 
Hammarskjold liked, but the scen¬ 
ery is beautiful and stimulating in 
quite another way. Castles and old 
country inns, medieval churches 
and white stucco houses, some with 
thatched roofs, blend into a coun¬ 
tryside of fertile farmland and long 
rows of wind-swept, bending willows. 

Hammarskjold purchased Backa¬ 
kra and its 60 acres of gently rolling 
pasture land in Loderup, south¬ 
eastern Skane, in 1957. The farm 
buildings were in very poor shape. 
His friend, the Swedish artist Bo 
Beskow, who executed the mural for 
the "Meditation Room" in the 
United Nations, personally took over 
the responsibility for renovating the 
estate. Hammarskjold visited the 
farm for the last time in 1959. He 
never lived to see the restoration 
completion. 

Backakra, by virtue of Hammarsk¬ 
jold's will, is owned by the -Swedish 
Touring Club, an organization in 
which he took a great interest. The 
estate has become something of a 
national shrine, but an unpreten¬ 
tious one. It is open to the public 
during the summer months, and 
visitors have come from all over the 
world. 

The delightful white farmhouse, 
with its enclosed, cobbled courtyard 
so typical of Skane, contains Ham- 
marskjold’s possessions. In one 
room are the things he had in New 
York. There is his writing table and 
leather chair, many books and a 
gift he treasured most: the moun¬ 
tain climbing ice pick used by Ten¬ 
zing, the Sherpa guide, on the first 
successful scaling of Everest. On 
the table stands a picture of his 
mother, from whom Hammarskjold 
inherited a feeling for religion and 
humanity. 

Collectively the farmhouse rooms 
give the impression of a kind of 
United Nations of Art, reflecting 
Hammarskjold’s wide cultural inter¬ 
ests and world travels. There are a 
number of highly abstract wood 
sculptures by Barbara Hepworth, the 
English sculptress, whose work he 
particularly admired. There are 
artifacts from India, Burma and 
Siam, a Chinese urn and a bronze 
Buddha from Tibet, sculpture from 
Mexico and Africa. Many were gifts, 
tokens of appreciation, in the words 
of a Bangkok official, for Ham¬ 
marskjold’s “great service to the 
noble cause of international peace 
and security.” 

Three of the rooms, all fitted with 
Hammarskjold’s personal furnish¬ 
ings, are reserved during two 
months each summer for members 
of the Swedish Academy. Ham¬ 
marskjold himself belonged to this 
distinguished group which annually 
selects the winner of the Nobel 
Prize for Literature. 

Outside the farmhouse, which 
dates from 1840, there are several 
huge, sheltering trees and a grove 
of lilac bushes, all enclosed within 
a wooden fence. And beyond the 
pasture land, with many wildflowers, 
rolls out toward the distant hills and 
the sea. One can see crows black 
against the green and yellow fields 
and hear the sound of the cows 
munching grass. Everything is 
peaceful and pastoral.
